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PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT BASED ON EVIDENCE THAT 



Applicants hereby petition for the withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above 
identified patent application. Applicants recently became aware of a Notice of Abandonment dated June 
26, 2007, which was mailed to the address of former representatives of this case. The Notice was based 
on Applicants' alleged failure to respond to an Advisory Action mailed February 21, 2007. This 
Advisory Action followed a Final Office Action, mailed July 26, 2006, and the Advisory Action was 
also mailed to the address of the former representatives.
